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In  compiling  the  following  record  of  the  Centen- 
arians of  New  Hampshire,  I  have  made  use  of  all 
the  sources  of  information  within  my  reach.  Most 
of  the  names  of  those  who  died  prior  to  1823,  were 
taken  from  Farmer  and  Moore's  Gazetteer  of  New 
Hampshire,  published  in  that  year.  Some  of  the 
names  given  in  that  list  have  been  omitted,  as  it  ap- 
peared the  persons  named  had  not  completed  a  cen- 
tury. Doubtless  many  errors  occur  in  the  present 
list,  but  the  effort  has  been  to  make  it  as  complete  as 
possible. 

The  thanks  of  the  compiler  are  due  to  the  officers 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Antiquarian  Society,  for 
valuable  papers  from  their  archives  ;  also  to  Erastus 
Wadleigh,  Esq.,  of  Sutton  ;  Moses  F.  Little,  Esq., 
of  Hill  ;  Horatio  G.  Belknap,  Esq.,  of  Concord  ;

Her  hus- 
band died  26  Nov.  1802  ;  and  3  Aug.  181  5,  she  mar- 
ried Jonathan  Straw,  of  Warner,  whom  she  survived 
nearly  30  years.  After  his  death  she  returned  to 
Henniker,  where  she  remained  until  30  May  1872, 
when  she  went  to  Warner,  to  live  in  the  family  of 
Mr.  Alfred  W.  Sargent,  at  whose  house  she  died.
